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(i. llow disabled must I he lo 
he eligible for disability benefits? 

A. You do not have to e cotn- 
IDletely helpless. However, you 
mu.st have a disability so severe 
that it keep.s you from being able 
to do any substantial gainful 
work. It tilso must be a condition 
which will show up in inedU'ul 
examinations and tests. Also, the 
disability must be a physical or 
mental condition that is expected 
to cotinue indefinitely. 

Q. If Hie Veteran’s .-Adminis¬ 
tration considers me fiO percent 
disabled, would i also qualify for 
social .security disability benefits? 

A. No percentages of disability 
are mentioned in the social sec¬ 
urity law. The law simply states 
that, to qualify, a worker must 
bo disabled severely enough to 
be prevented from participating 
in substantial gainful work. Each 
ease is determined on its own 
merits, as yours would be, so no 
definite answers can be given in 
advance. 

Q. I have been receiving month¬ 
ly disability checks since August 
1960. .My condition seems lo be 
gradually improving, and I’d like 
to try doing some light work. Am 
I permitted to do any work and 
still draw my disability check? 

A. A beneficiary who goes back 
to work, even though he is still 
severely disabled, can be paid his

Changes were made often within this building. A receipt dated 
1835 shows that Roderick Allen was paid a total of $227 for taking 
out the old square pews and installing 50 slips. 

In 1830 the Congregationalists, who owend the meeting house 
. jointly with the Baptists so that it served as a Parish House, pui‘- 
cha.sed full right to the property. 

A new bell was obtained from Ward, Bartholomew and Brainard 
of Hartford for $306.00. Tt’.s weight 816 pounds. Credit for turn¬ 
ing in old bell was $149.00. 

The building was moved from the Common to its present loca¬ 
tion in 1846 and more remodeling done In the following years.

In spite of changes and additions, the dignity of the traditional 
New England clnirch remains. The design of tower and steeple 
may have been patterned after the work of Isaac Damon who built 
the church on Court Square in 1819, Blanford church in 1823 and 
Southwich church in 1824. He favored the belfry in the tower 
rather than in the first steeple stage abos’e it, thus having louvred 
openings in the tower and none above. 

In view of the church’s needs for expansion, the decision as to 
the fate of the leaning tower requires mucii serious thought on the 
part of the present Church Council.

Many people in the United 
States who are over age 65 may 
not realize that they have month¬ 
ly social security benefits coming 
to them, according to Daniel J. 
Murphy, social security district 
manager in Springfield, Mass. 

Payment of these benefits is 
not automatic. An application 
must be filed in order to receive 
any social security benefits. 

Mr. Murphy stated that the 
amount of work necessary to gel 
benefits has been changed in re¬ 
cent years and some people who 
were previously told they were 
ineligible may now qualify. Per¬ 
sons who some years ago were de¬ 
nied benefits on the basis of in¬ 
sufficient work, should again get 
in touch with the social security 
office and see if they are now 
eligible. 

Many persons over age 65, who 
are working full time or part 
time, may now be eligible to get 
some monthly social security 
benefits. For example, if a per¬ 
son's monthly benefit is $100 and 
he has earnings of $2000 per 
year, he would still be eligible for 
$650 in benefits for the year. 

He would be entitled to partial 
benefits because for each $2 he 
earns between $1200 and $1700, 
he loses only one dollar in bene¬ 
fits. 

For each dollar he earns above 
$1700, he loses one dollar in bene¬ 
fits. Mr. Murphy emphasized that 
two particular groups — those 
over age 65 (even though still 
working), and those previously 
denied benefits because of having 
not worked enough — should get 
in touch with the social security 
office located at 891 State St., 
Springfield, Mass.
